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WASHINGTON, Jan -(UP)—Adolf Hitler, 
enraged because his ndees ships refused to fight, 
ordered the German high seas fleet scrapped early 
in 1943 and tricked the Allies with a “shadow fleet” 
from then until the war ended 

The Fuehrer's naval strategem, which the Allies 
did not discover until the war was Over, Was re- 
wealed officially for the first time Thursday when 
the t. S. Navy made public three sets of cap- 
tured German documents dealing with the war 
at sea. 

They told how Hitler became disgusted with 
the inaction of his battleships and cruisers and 
decided to cut them up as scrap and use the metal 
to make tanks and guns for his land armies. 

In a series of blistering conferences that began 
in late December, 1943, Hitler upbraided his admi- 
rails for keeping their big warships “lying idle in 
fiords, utterly uséless, like so much old iron.” 

His naval commander-in-chief, Grand Adm. 
Erich Raeder, protested firiously. He told the 
Fuechrer that a fleet in being was valuable to 
Germany even if it never fought a battle, because 
it kept a large segment of the American and British 
Navies pinned down

In his summary of the six years 
of World War II, Doenitz revealed 
that the German navy was woe- 
fully unprepared for action when

“The war in one sense was lost 
before it began,”’ he wrote, “be- 
cause Germany was never pre- 
pared for a naval war against 
England.” 

He said Germany's naval com- 
manders planned to build a fleet 
of 1,000 submarines, backed up by 
a powerful surface force, before 
engaging Great Britain and the 
United States, and they hoped to 
complete that construction by 
1944.

When the 
United States entered the war in 
December, 1941, the Nazis were 
able to send only six U-boats into 
American waters that  nfonth. 
They scored such sweeping suc- 
cesses against the then-inexperi- 
enced American defensive forces 
that the U-boat pack in the West- 
ern Atlantic was increased to 42 
by late Autumn of 1942. 

Thereafter, however, the Ameri- 
can anti-submarine campaign went 
into high gear. 

Doenitz said that after Hitler's 
de-commissioning order was is- 
sued, the German admirals man- 
aged to save their big warships 
from the scrap pile by one pretext 
or another, usually claiming they 
were being used for training pur- 
poses. 

But only one German battleship 
ventured out into the high seas | 
again.

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Chinese Chickens Home To Roost 


For Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
some chickens are coming home to roost. 

Secretary of State George Marshall, 
former Chief of Staff of the American 
Army in all its vast, world-wide cam- 
paigns, has ordered the American Marines 
out of China. 

Thus into the deepest pigeonhole in the 
State Department will go the proposed 
American loan to China. 

Chiang Kai-shek, paradoxical combina- 
tion of great man and mean man, will 
be left to find his own way to patch 
up the wobbly government of China. Of 
all the great personalities of the war, he 
is the least known and understood. A 
good soldier, a genius at politics, greater 
than David Harum at horse-trading, he 
has consistently followed an official pol- 
icy as straight and as cruelly totali- 
tarian as he could make it. He demand- 
ed, and got, exact obedience to him and his 
ideas. The inevitable result was that only 
those who clung closest to his robe had 
his ear. Even in the Kuomintang Party, 
which was his Party and the only one 
gilowed by law, the conservative and lib- 
eral elements fell away, leaving only the 
reactionaries articulate. 

So it was that after a year of observing, 
General Marshall came home to say, in 
bitterness and truth, that the Chiang Kai- 


shek Government contained great ele 
ments of corruption and was as much re- 
sponsible for the failure of peace and a 
stable government in China as the con- 
niving, scheming, lying Communists. 

In one breath the new and surprising 
Secretary of State has wiped out the old 
policy, which was to hang on in China 
with troops, loans and goods. 

The Russian troops, true enough, have 
left Manchuria. But Manchuria remains 
a base of Soviet intrigue and liaison for 
the Communist troops and government. in 
China, against whom the Kuomintang and 
its leader will be pitted. 

China is the one land where the fires 
of World War III are closest to the surface. 

One may be sure that George Marshall 
will talk firmly and plainly in Moscow in 
the meetings soon to begin, and that he 
will demand Russian co-operation in keep- 
ing hands off China until the boiling tea 
of its politics and its ideologies may cool 
and become a pot of tea fit to be poured 
into the teacups of world association and 
stable government. 

Time will tell if he is wrong. 

Meanwhile, the air is clearer for the 
first sure-handed, clear action in Chinese 
policy we have made since V-J Day. 
America has warmed to Marshall and be- 
lieves in him.

peenetint citizen Ellis Gibbs Arnall dominate the top quiz 
program, “Information, Please.” 

They heard him do so graciously, with a quick sense of humor 
and an even faster parade of his prowess of memory. He was the 
only one to come up with a requested quotation from Byron. He 
alone recalled two of O. Henry’s best-known short stories as an- 
swers to two queries. And he amazed those Georgians who knew 
him best by not only recalling, but singing, verses from two popu- 
lar songs. The fact that his voice made eardrums say “ouch” was 
merely incidental. 

Those listening heard, too, the generous eager response to him 
as a person and to his accomplishments. They heard professional 
quiz program veteran, Franklin P. Adams, when someone referred 
to Guest Star Arnall as “Gov. Arnall,” speak up and say, “ex-Gov- 
ernor, damn it”—and then, remembering the regulations, say, “‘ex- 
4Governor, alas”—and get the warm, friendly laughter of the 
audience. 

Faces of those listening in Georgia registered many emotions. 


Paradox What most Georgians don’t know, and what many who 

do know resent fiercely, is that Ellis Gibbs Arnall is 
Georgia’s best and most favorably-known citizen—outside the State 
lines—and that he is, for better or worse, one of America’s best- 
known and respected personalities. 

In Georgia the partisan fires burn fiercely about him. To many 
his name invokes a red, congested face and epithets unpleasant to 
hear. To others his name brings up memories of hopes unfulfilled 
and the soreness of disappointment where once was the elasticity 
of courage and the faith to go on. To still others his name is a 
beacon, one of the few still burning brightly ‘in the South. 

He and his career offer a paradox worth discussing with surgical 
deliberateness and cold objectivity. 

Ellis Arnall is the nation’s best-known political liberal. In Geor- 
gia his critics fink him with Henry Wallace. Nothing could be more 
wrong. What they don’t seem to realize is that Ellis Arnal] com- 
mands a wider following among the nation’s widely divergént 
liberal groups than Henry Wallace has ever commanded since the 
turbulent night he stood before the Democratic convention in 1944 
and almost captured it. Ellis Arnall has managed, save in Georgia, 
to keep himself from being regarded as too far to the left. He 
carefully has condemned communism,‘and he means it. He is a 
political competitor of Henry Wallace, not a follower. 

The facts are that he is a much more astute politician than Henry 
Wallace was, or is. He is today the most,enthusiastically received 
political liberal in America, on far more solid political ground than 
either Wallace or Florida’s Pepper.

ATS ‘* In Georgia, on the air waves and in the 
Nigger Lover forums, Ellis Arnall is almost daily set up 
and knocked over, as a shouter in the Henry Wallace parade or 
as a “nigger lover.” , 

As even those who differed with him, became disappointed in 
him and do not care for him will be the first to assure you, he is 
neither of these. 

Most of those who started with him in politics, and all of those 
major politicians who first helped him along, have left him, or 
have been left by him. They hate him with a hatred which they 
explain by the worst epithet a professional politician may apply— 
“double-crosses” ... “a hreaker of promises.” .. . 

Probably his only real political blunder—viewed in today’s 
perspective—was in being persuaded to offer again as a candidate 
after having campaigned with the one-term issue as one of his 
chief platform planks. 

His critics who say that he is liberal only for political expe- 
diency, will point out that he did not really espouse the Negro’s 
right to vote until he, Arnall, had twice been defeated in efforts 
to run for a second term. They say, too, that he was for Ellis 
Arnall first and Georgia second. It is not possible, in Georgia, for 
many persons to discuss him objectively. 

How badly he stumbled over the Negro issue remains to be seen. 

Georgia is struggling with it at present in its Legislatute, indi- 
cating the deep passions, the negation of Southern policy, the 
enormous frustration of those who know the course is wrong but 
go along wjth it. The rightgof the qualified Negro to vote is being 

to seize great political power. 

The line of argument being used is the “Would-you-want-your- 
sister-to-marry-a-Negro” type. The argument that all the decent 
taxpaying, law-abiding Negro citizens asks is not social equality 
but simple justice and economic opportunity, is brushed aside by 
the fanatic query, “Do you want to eat with niggers?” The fact 
relatively few would be qualified to vote is even more carefully 
ignored. . 

Georgia’s Tom Watson, who had Negroes on the executive com- 
mittee of his Populist Party, who had them on his speaking plat- 
forms and saw to it they voted, stumped his political toe on the 
corrupt voting of the Negrovin Richmond County more than 40 
years ago and became their chief verbal flogger. 

Ellis Arnall stubbed his political toe on the same rock that 
is in every political road in Dixie. 

Today he is hated, despised, loved, and regarded with hope and 
disappointment. He is, as a political figure, in a period of transi- 
tion. That he is able and confident is admitted. 

Over him and the future you may write only “Quo Vadis?”

Which Safest Mode 
Of Transportation? 


These are, admittedly, tough times for those 
engaged in commercial aviation. For various rea- 
sons, passenger travel by air has suddenly, and 


es ' “a 
drastically, slumped. Regularly scheduled planes are making their 


trips with more seats vacant than full. Instead of needing a priority 
to get a seat, as it was not so long ago, space is now going begging. 

The obvious reason for the predicament of the airlines is the se- 
ries of tragic air disasters, coming more rapidly than one a day, in 
which entire plane loads of human cargo have perished. What makes 
it worse, from the viewpoint of public reaction, is that only rarely 
is the cause of a crash known. Or, if known to authority, made pub- 
lic. Even when made public that information is frequently released 
so long after a crash that public interest has waned. 

Yet I doubt, very seriously, if travel by air is as risky a business, 
even with the frequent tragedies, as some other means of trans- 
portation. 

. Any method of transportation is liable to ac- 
Per Travel Mile cident, now and then. That is unavoidable. 
Whether you go by plane, by train, by automobile or by ship you 
face the hazard of movement by mechanical means. 

To decide which is the riskiest mode of going from one place to 
another, you would have to possess a lot of accurate statistics and 
work out the ratio of personal risk by mathematical formula. 

You would need to know how many passengers had traveled by 
plane over a given period and the average distance coyered. Then 
you would arrive at the total of passenger miles traveléd. Thus, if 
a plane makes a journey of 500 miles carrying 20 passengers, the 
total.of passenger miles on that trip would be 10,000. 

For the entire air transport for, say one month, you would arrive 
at an astronomical total. 

Then you would fifd the total of lives lost in plane accidents for 
that same period, divide into the total passenger miles and thus dis- 
cover the number of passenger “mides per fatality. 

Work out the same problem for train travel. Then for travel by 
public bus, and by private automobile. For the sake of the record, 
add travel on the high seas by ship. 

Compare, then, the travel miles per fatality for all modes of 
travel, and you would discover the comparative safety on a mathe- 
matical basis. — 

Despite recent crashes, I’m inclined to believe air travel would 
compare favorably with several of the other modes of human trans- 
port. Travel by automobile, for instance. Our highway death toll is 


shocking, we all know. . 
| - In time of peace, I’d be inclined to guess 
in Peace Times that travel by ship is as safe as any. Rarely 
do the news services carry reports of disaster at sea, though we can 
recall a number during the years. They made news by their very 
rarity. 

One of the greatest of all passenger travel lines at sea, though, 
boasted a record of 50 years or more without loss of a passenger. 
The record was broken when a group of drunks disobeyed orders, 
got out on deck during a hurricane and three of them were washed 


overboard. 

° While I know nothing about commercial avia- 
Basic Cause? tion or its problems and I am dotally ignorant 
as to the cause of any crash that has happened, I have a theory about 
the basic cause for the series of tragedies. 

That is, that the postwar development of commercial aviation 
has been so rapid it has not had proper time for adjustment, both 
by the mechanical and the human factors involved. 

Flying in peacetime, carrying passengers, is a vastly different 
undertaking than flying in time of war. Just as operating a pas- 
senger liner on the high seas calls for a different quality of seaman- 
ship to that needed to handle a destroyer in naval combat. 

I don’t know the figures, but it seems safe to bet that the expan- 
sion of commercial aviation since the war multiplied the amount of 
travel by air, compared to prewar usage, by many times. 

Even though the ratio of safe flights remained the same, then, 
the actual number ef crashes would increase. That alone could be 
sufficient to explain the Rumber of accidents. . 

I seriously doubt if there is any greater risk in traveling by air 
today than there was in 1941—or as much—and certainly I have a 
hunch your chance for safety is considerably greater in the air than 
it is when you drive your own car on the highway.

Stimson Explains Why 
We Used A-Bombs |. 


WASHINGTON.—It has remained for former 

Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson to give the 

most satisfying’ and the most comprehensive ex- 

planation yet made of the necessity for our use of the atomic bom. 
against Japan. 

In an article published in the current issue of Harper’s he under» 
takes to enumerate all of the underlying factors leading up to the 
fateful decision to drop the first of the bombs on Hiroshima. 

; : The situation confronting us at the time of the 
The Situation final decision, Stimson writes, was this: 

“Two great nations were approaching contact in a fight to finish 
which would! begin on Nov. 1, 1945 (the date set for the invasion 
of the Japanese home islands). 

“Our enemy, Japan, commanded forces of somewhat over 
5,000,000 armed men. Men of these armies had already inflicted 
upon us, in our break-through of the outer perimeter of their de 
fenses, over 300,000 battle casualties. Enemy armies still unbeaten 
had the strength to cost us 1,000,000 more.” 

Herein are laid out concisely and emphatically the heavy factors 
which were cast into the seales on the side of our use of the bomb. 

Nor does that include the even heavier easualties the Japanese 
would have suffered themselves. 

In the Hiroshima and Nagasaki bombings it is estimated that 
we killed approximately 100,000 Japs, wiping out two of the prin- 
cipal cities of the homeland. : 

Compared with the million casualties our own forces would 
have suffered, not to mention an equal number which would have 
fallen the lot of the Japanese, who can say that the Hiroshima- 
Nagasaki killings were not a cheap price for erding the war. 

Against the proposition put forward by some that we would 
have commanded a better place in history had we staged a demon- 
stration of the effectiveness of the bomb on an isolated island 
beforehand, giving the Japanese an opportunity to see what was 
in store for them if they refused to meet our demands for uncon- 
ditional surrender, Stimson had a ready answer. 


Son nda 


In the first place, he says, there was the danger of 
the demonstration proving a dud. We were not sure 
of what the bomb would do at that time. Then, too, he points out, 
to have forewarned them with a demonstration of the kind would 
have lost the great psychological advantage. 

How well were our calculations in this respect is told in the 
dates of the final climactic developments in the war. The first 
mighty A-bomb was dropped on Hiroshima on Aug. 6. The second 
fell on Nagasaki Aug. 9. The Japanese offer to s'irrender came on 
Aug. 10. 

Thus between the narrow space of five days came the final and 
dramatically sudden denouement of the war. Its end may be 
attributed entirely to the bomb. Without it our military 
cians had calculated the fighting would extend until late in the 
next year. 

But as if this were not enough to convince the most skeptical 
of the justification of our course, Stimson lists other factors which 
may have been lost sight of. He reminds that our earlier great 
B-89 bomber raids on Tokyo had inflicted more damage and caused 
greater casualties than the A-bomb produced at Hiroshima or Naga- 
saki. 

Had the war not ended when it did, there would have been 
other bombing raids of the conventional kind, with more people 
killed and more cities destroyed. 

Stimson leaves little doubt that, all things considered, we per- 
formed a humanitarian act by introducing a weapon which had the 
capacity of shocking a nation into the realization of its certain 
defeat. 

What he has written will go down as a great historical document,

we have had a high regard for our trees here at Yellow River, but 


the science of forest management 


had not seeped down very deep in 


our thinking. We merely kept the fires out and refrained from cutting 
the trees and felt more or less satisfied with our way of doing things. 


But the truth is that cer- 
tain trees ought to be marketed 
just as any other crops should be 


marketed when ripe or they 
should be thinned out just as corn 
or cotton should be thinned out if 
there are too many plants (trees) 
in the area. On the other hand, a 
tree which is growing vigorously 
(and these ,can be easily deter- 
mined by the foresters) should Be 
preserved until it is ripe just as 
other crops should be preserved 
until ripe. 

What is the best method to pur- 
sue in determining what to do 
with your trees? Well, here is 
what Billy Hine, Ed Gaines and 


Carl Straus, of the Forest Service, 


tell us: 


FIRST OFF, we should deter- 
mine to sell only those trees which 
are ripe (mature) and the culls, 
and guch other trees as are in the 
way of a number of other trees; 
that is, where there are too many 
for the best growth of all. By re- 
moving some of these latter trees, 
the others will grow more rapidly 
and will have better quality. With 


}all this in mind, the thing to do is 
/to employ some competent for- 
,ester to check the entire timber 
‘crop, selecting the trees  indi- 
vidually (the mature, the culls 
and the “thinnings’’) and listing 
them individually. Those selected 
for sale should be marked with a 
streak of paint at breast height 
and near the ground. The list is 
|then circulated among the timber 
‘buyers for bids. In this way, the 
buyer knows exactly what there is 
| for sale and whether or not he is 
interested. All he needs to do is to 
examine the trees for quality.

This “minimum” would be used 
on a dam at Junction, Fla., where 
the Chattahoochee and Flint join 
to form the Apalachicola. 

Army engineers have recom- 
mended that construction begin at 
Junction, progressing up the Chat- 
tahoochee. High dams producing 
hydroelectric power are planned 
at Junction, at Columbia, Ala., and 
at Buford, Ga., and a low, naviga- 
tion, dam at Columbus, Ga. 

The dams would provide a nine- 
foot channel to Columbus. 

Estimated cost of the Junction 
dam is $24,139,000. Rep. Pace, of 
Georgia, said engineers probably 
vould be able to spend only 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000 in the fis- 
cal year beginning July 1, “so we 
decided to ask for $3,000,000 as 
the minimum.’ 

Pace estimated five or six years’ 
work will be required to complete 
the Junction dam.
